In floMcIal affairs, as well ss in other 
things, there is much truth la the remark that 
"there is nothing new under the sun." The 
same canaes that have operated in tinms past 
to create panloa or B llnanoial crisis continue 
and will continue to produce like results. The 
effect Is more or lees modified. It is true, by the 
peculUr and varying circumstances of different 
epochs, but the causes are similar, and the 
oonsequenoee in a lesser or greater degree the 
same. The progress of oiviliBStion, with aU 
the blessings It briaga, has not yet restrained 
the cupidity of mankind. Indeed, speculation 
and making baste to get rich seem to be 
stimnlated more and more as civillxatlon ad­ 
vances and as wealth augments. WhUe the 
world has conUnued to make progress from 
the earliest period to the present time, by 
snoceeding generations using the knowledge of 
those that preceded them and by adding 
thereto the knowledge that soienoe and art are 
constantly developing, the ruling passions of 
men exist as formerly. The financial affairs 
of nations, like those of the moral world and 
physical nature, move In cycles. Action and 
reaction sncceed each other inevitably. Mer­ 
cury in the barometer la scarcely more sensi­ 
tive to the weather than the money market and 
business to speoulatlon and current events. 
Expansion of credits, overtrading, fiscal bur­ 
dens, general extravagance, wars, and great 
calamiUes, Uke the fire at Chicago or the 
failure of crops, must in the end create a re- 
vnlsioD, and the extent of auch revulsion de­ 
pends upon the influence of one or more of 
these causes or of all combined. 
In going back to the flies of the H erald for 
the year 1837, the graphic acconnts of the 
great revulsion of that period seem to be 
descriptive in a measure of the state of things 
now existing and of the prospect before us. 
Inflation or expansion of paper credits, specu­ 
lation on fictitious capital, and extravagance 
in everything, caused a financial collapse and 
suspension of 
specie 
payments. 
General 
bankruptcy and high prices brought the peo­ 
ple to the point 
of 
starvation, 
though 
there was no lack of provisions, ami though 
the country was full of resources, A dollar 
would not purchase as much as twenty-five 
cents before the crisis. 
Distress was every­ 
where and among all classes. Securities of 
all kinds and the extravagant inflated value of 
real estate fell greatly. 
The fact that every­ 
thing bad been forced up to a fictitious value 
by credit expansions and the mania of specu­ 
lation was apparent to alL 
This state of 
things was like the high pressure of the steam 
engine when carried beyond the highest point. 
A fearful collapse followed, sending destruc­ 
tion all round. The law of equilibrium w^icb 
regulates trade and fiaance, as everything else 
in the universe, can no more be violated in 
financial or commercial afiTairs without a 
reaction or revulsion than can the laws of the 
physical or moral world. 
The condition of the stock and money 
market generally, and particularly at New 
York, the great centre of wealth and com-

It did seem 
to portend a crisis something like that of 1837. 
The vast destruction of property by the Chi­ 
cago fire, the devasUting fires in Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, the stnpendous 
frands in this city, the fall of government 
securities and rise of gold, and the conseqnent 
embarrassment brought upon the Treasury 
Department and its Syndicate agency in band- 
ling the new loan, with other circnmstances 
calculated to create apprehension and diificul- 
ties, appeared to combine to bring about a 
general crash. The rapid fall of stocks gene­ 
rally from ten to twenty-five per cent, some 
declining even more than that, was like the 
murmuring of a coming storm. 
So significant 
were the signs that we advised the people to 
be prepared and to seek shelter. Happily 
there has been a lull. 
The clouds are over 
us yet, but remain stationary. 
Are they rest­ 
ing there for the next financial gale of dis­ 
turbance, and, then, to hasten on the threat- 
eued destruction ? 
Is this suspense simply a 
temporary reaction ? 
Do the elements of a 
greater and more general revulsion exist as 
before, to burst over us ia the end ? 
It cannot 
be said that the market has recovered. 
It is 
only in a state of suspense. 
Let us see what 
is the prospect before us, for that is what 
every one is anxious to know. 
We have no disposition to be alarmists. 
We 
are more disposed always to be hop2ful and 
to inspire confidence when there arc reason­ 
able grounds for that. 
Bat it is necessary to 
understand the financial situation of the coun­ 
try, so as to be prepared for the worst and to 
avert as far as possible any disaster that may 
come upon us. 
Our late war produced a 
revolution in the financial situation of the 
country as well as in political affairs, and in 
both brought demoralization. 
The people 
learned to look upon thousands of dollars as 
they used to think of hundreds. 
The enor- 
moua revenue and expenditures of the govern­ 
ment and an inflated paper currency changed 
the value of money and everything else in the 
minds of the people, and this led to an ex­ 
aggerated and fictitious estimate of real estate, 
bonds, stocks and property of all kinds. 
Though the assessed value of property is not 
very mnch higher relatively to the growth and 
improvement of the country the market or 
speculative value has been forced up extrav­ 
agantly, 
The 
fall 
of 
gold 
from 
fifty 
per cent 
premium or upwards 
to twelve 
or fourteen per cent, and tho contraction 
of 
the 
currency; 
both 
positively 
and 
comparatively, to the growt’a and wants 
of tho nation, have had liitle or no effect 
upon prices or the speculative value of prop­ 
erty. 
In fact, we have no real standard of 
value, for gold is an article of commerce, and 
there is such a limited quantity of it in tho 
country that It is imiiossible to make it the 
measure of value. 
It is only a measure of 
value for gambling iu Wall street and for cer- 
Uln fiscal operations of the government. 
How, Indeed, can it be made a standard of 
value generally, with only three hundred mil­ 
lions or BO in iho country and with a contin­ 
ual drain of this comparatively small amount 
to pay our indebtedness abroad ? 
The export 
of specie since the 1st of last January—^a lil- 
tlu orcr nine mouths—was ir.G.717,233. This 


is probably the full amount of a year’s pro­ 
duction of all our mines, if not more than 
that. 
At this rate there must be at the end of 
the year a considerable reduction of the small 
and always diminishing quantity in the coun­ 
try. 
But this Is not all. 
We are continually 
sending abroad our securitlea to pay for our 
extravagance and the balance of trade against 
us in addition to the gold, and, therefore, the 
demand for more specie to pay the constantly 
sngmenting inlereat increases from month to 
month and year to year. 
We need no prophet 
to teU as where this must end. 
Tet the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
sanguine spede-payment theoriata view every­ 
thing in coulmr de roee, as if we were sailing 
along gloriously, without the least danger. 
Mr. Boutwell, in bis contracted view of things, 
rejoices over the enormous revenue be re­ 
ceives from excessive imports, high duties 
and from taxes wrung out of the industry of 
the people. 
He does not see that the pros­ 
perity, if we may use such a term, of the 
Treasury to the ruin of the country and that in 
the end the Treasury itself must suffer. The 
whole financial policy of the government, to­ 
gether with the extravagance and expansion 
caused primarily by the war, are leading ns 
inevitably to bankmptcy and are mortgaging 
the country to foreigners*. If we go on in this 
way we shall be for ages to come merely the 
hewers of wood and drawers of water to the 
capitalists abroad. It is precisely this state of 
things which causes perturbations In the stock 
and money market when any such calamity as 
the Chicago fire falls upon the nation. Yet 
what to the loss of a few millions, or even 
seventy millions, to the stupendous resources 
and future of this country ? 
The whole evil 
lies in the unnatural and artificial financial 
system we live under. 
Put, to go back to the actual state of aff.xirs 
now, it will be well to inquire what is the itn^ 
mediate prospect. It is possible the bauks anu 
business establishments generally may keep 
afloat for a time, though ¿pme Insurance com­ 
panies and other institutions ma^ go down. 
It is certain, however, that a great and immi­ 
nent crisis can only be averted by extraordi­ 
nary efforts, if averted at ajl. Then the ulcer 
will remain and keep eating áeepcr Into the 
vitals of the nation. 
The evil day would only 
be put off. 
The banka may check tbe^r un­ 
healthy expansion of credit for specuiative 
purposes and business men may become more 
prudent, which would bo useful, but until high 
prices and fictitious values are brought down 
to something like a normal condition a terrible 
crisis will hang over us. 
Perhaps there may 
be no way found of restoring the country to a 
healthy financial state but through a revul­ 
sion and a readjustment of values and prices. 
The speculative value of real estate in the city 
of New York to probably double the real value, 
or more than that, and it is much the same In 
other cities and parts of the republic. 
Of 
course all business and prices are based upon 
this fictitious estimate, Mr. Boutwell and the 
other stupid financiers at Washington tell us 
the country is in the happiest financial condi­ 
tion because the revenue is enormous and the 
debt to being paid at the rate of a hundred 
millions a year. 
Yet a plethoric Treasury and 
the rapid payment of the debt do not bring 
*'** - ■’«wn - do not put up the credit of the 
government abroau w 
tto stand* 
do not bring down tho premium on gold j do 
not prevent the constant drain of specie from 
the country and the augmentation of onr 
indebtedness to foreigners; do not prevent our 
shipping interests declining, and cannot pre­ 
vent a great and general revulsion when the 
day of settlement arrives by the ontbreak of 
war or some other catastrophe. 
If, happily, 
we get over the present financial difllculty the 
general causes will remain to operate another 
day, and the sooner our business men and the 
government understand this the better. 


T yas After the Rltaallste A«b1b. 
If there has lurked in any mind hitherto donbts 
of the Low Chnrch orthodoxy of the Rev. 
Stephen H. Tyng, Jr., we are certain they 
will be dispelled by a pernsal of his sermon in 
to-day’s H e r a l d . 
Mr. Tyng is not a man who 
combats error by denouncing it or its defend­ 
ers, He believes in the power of truth and its

and to

points of

80 clearly 
that the youngest and 
most ignorant of his congregation cannot 
make a mistake In choosing between them. 
The great distinction which marks the Church 
of St. Albans and St. Mary the "Virgin and 
separates them from St. George’s, Ascension 
or the Church of the Holy Trinity was well 
set forth yesterday by Mr. Tyng. 
In the 
former Christ is located in the creed, the 
Church and the sacriments, and as a conse­ 
quence is made inferior to these. 
The scaf­ 
foldings of religion are deemed of greater im­ 
portance than the building itself. Christ in the 
wafer becomes greater than Christ in the 
heart, and He is sought for on the table 
instead of at the table. 
The bare statement 
of these truths were enough to show both 
sides of the controversy which has begun in 
the Episcopal Church, but which, we believe, 
has received a partial settlement in the Epis­ 
copal declaration at Baltimore, for which Mr. 
Tyng was willing to give thanks, though it 
was not ail that be could have wished for. 
We commend his words to our readers, espe­ 
cially to those of bis own denomination. 


T he P resident’s Movements in Boston.— 
General Grant and his party of United States 
officials from Washington arrived in Boston 
Saturday afternoon, where they were formally 
welcomed by the ciiy autboritiea.

a city on the globe but had some of the roots 
of Chicago in it. 
When men fiud themselves 
to-day poor and to-morrovr rise up, elate and 
inspired, the manhood they exhibit makes the 
whole world rich. 
When a whole community 
in the mids^of this raln^of -fire stand up brave 
and strong the^ exhibition is of incalculable 
benefit to the whole human race.” Never were 
truer words uttered, 
and 
the lesson of 
this noble manhood will not fall unheeded qpon 
the ears of humanity. 
Tüe ashes of Chicago 
to-day contain treasures richer than those 
which the banks and warehouses contained be­ 
fore the fire, and those treasures are the com­ 
mon property of all mankind. 
The Rev. Dr. Duryea struck the keynote of 
permanent relief to which we should all 
respond. 
The present 
necessity does not 
represent all that will be required. 
A long 
winter to approaching, and before even indif­ 
ferent shelter can be obtained or suffloient 
clothing to keep away the pinching frost it 
will be upon those poor snfferers. 
The nation 
should remember this and not flag in its noble 
efforts for their relief. 
We would call special 
atteution to the organizations of Mr. Beecher’s 
and Dr. Duif’ea’s congregations for perma­ 
nent relief to the Congregational churches of 
Chicago. Let our other churches systematize 
ana maxe petuiauouu «uvi. 
present need is met the sufferers will not have 
to cry out again for further aid. 
Let the 
stream run on; tho fountain is rich enough 
and deep enough to suppiy all the wants of 
Chicago. 
The Rev. T. De Witt Talmage 
made an eloquent appeal which was nobly 
responded to. 
In onr own city there was something beau- 
tifUl in the encouraging and faithful view 
which the pastors took of the future of Chi­ 
cago.

The terrible details of the Western fires are 
being gradnaUy revealed to ns, and they pre­ 
sent a piotnre too fearful and agonizing to be 
readily realized by those who areUvIngIn 
ease and safety, far removed from the scene 
of suffering. 
To-day we publish a brief but 
graphic account of the ravages in and around 
the vUlage of Peehtego, Wisconsin, and it to 
to be feared that the ecenes there depicted 
have beea 
but 
too 
frequently enacted 
in 
other 
localities 
during this 
season 
of 
extraordinary 
Ttoitatlon. 
Our 
pres­ 
ent aooonnt comes from Oconto county, in 
the northeast corner of Wisconsin, and from 
the Bouthem part of Menomonee county, in 
Northern Miohigao, bordering upon Green 
Bay, The Peshtego river rans into Green 
Bay from « 
northwesterly direction, and 
about seven miles up from the harbor of Pesh- 
tego to the village of that name.

of the village, igniting whatever they came in 
contact with, as though a mysterious and re­ 
lentless army bad been pouring "shot and 
shell, a fire of hell,” over the devoted town. 
We must leave to science to decide, in calmer 
moments, whether the phenomena so vividly 
described by the excited sufferers had actually 
any existence, or whether they were only 
blazing particles from the burning forests and 
prairies, whirled along and fanned by the 
driving wind. 
The horror-stricken inhabi­ 
tants appear then to have first awakened to 
the knowledge that a destroying fire was rnsh- 
ing towards their homes, borne upon tho

We are told that the poor creatures flying in 
terror were in many Instances lapped np by 
the hungry flames and scorched and withered 
and burned in their tracks. But the details 
are too horrible for repetition.

feared, continue to receive, 
from the scenes or the disasters. 
Enough to already known to convince ua 
that the burning of Chicago, sad as it was, 
can be reckoned as a light' gríerw 'h^' com­ 
pared with the devastation of these prairie 
homes and quiet villages in the Far West. 
The one entails mainly destniotion of prop- 
erty—pecuniary loss—which the great gene­ 
rosity of the civilized world can do much to 
lighten if not altogether to reimburse. 
Tho 
latter carries in its desolating path the most 
horrible of deaths, and strikes thousands of 
hearts with a sorrow keener and more last­ 
ing than any the 
loss of mere worldly 
goods can bring. 
Yet even the pecuniary 
suffering must be greater among these villages 
and prairie settlers than with the people of a 
large city. 
The former have no neighbors left 
la comparative affluence to relieve their im­ 
mediate necessities, and no hope of a speedy 
rally from their sudden poverty by aid of tho 
spirit of enterprise which always comes to the 
rescue of a young and vigorous city like Chi­ 
cago. 
They must remain in

the hand of 
sympathy 
is 
stretched 
forth

and relief. 
It to therefore to be sincerely 
hoped that the noble and wonderful impulse 
which has prompted all the world to extend 
such glorious assistance to the people of Chi- 
cago wiU be again awakened by the sufferings 
of these Western vUlagers, and that a por­ 
tion of the grand stream of benevolence now 
flowing into the Western metropolis will be 
turned towards the forests and the prairies 
where there is so much need of sympathy and

HORRIBLE INCIDENTS OF THE DISASTER. 


MlLWAÜkER. Oct. 16, 1871. 
From various persona who have just returned 
front Northern Wlscousiu and Michigan It now 
appears tlie wildest rumors aud tmaglnlugs which 
have prevailed, have, tor days past, fallen far short 
of the actual reality la describing tho lost of lllo 
and property in 
TUBSB DRVA9TATED REGIONS. 
The clialrman of Relief Committee sent from this 
city states that on arriving at Doshllgo harbor ho 
found a coasidcrablo number of tboso who had 
lied from the village, seven miles up tho river, many 
of whom were seriously burned and all deplorably 
destitute. At Peshtlgo village there remained only 
a few engaged In searching for and burying the 
dead. The fire which destroyed reshiigo occurred 
ou the evening oi tho 8lh Inst., and history has 
never furnished a parallel of ite terrible desiruo- 
llvoness.

Many chlldron, and some omy a few 
months old, were kept in the water all night and vet 
aurvive.!. Many oihers were drowned by being 
trampled on or thrown from logs by cattle and 
horses that madly rushed luio ibe waturs to rsoape 
the flames. 
EXTENT OF THE CONFLAURATIO.V. 
The tornado came from the southwest and swept 
over a tract of country eight or ten miles wide and 
of indefinite length. 
Timber lu lU course was 
felled by the hurricane and bunied by the fire, ami 
every vesUge of fence and buildings was swept 
away, with two or three exceptions. 
Sometimes tho wind struck tho earth with such 
force that tho small undergrowth was torn up in 
wmuows. At other times it would skip away from 
tho earth. The population of i’csbtlgo and vicinity 
was 2.000, and fnliy one-third of these perished that 
fearful night. Murinecr, six miles eastward, on the 
Menominee river, is tno city of refuge for the Fesh* 
tigo sufferers, and tno Dunlap Hotel has been con­ 
verted into a temporary hospital for over fifty of 
tne slok and burned. Many others arc distributed 
among citizens of the village- 
Abont fifteen per 
ccut of them are so badly bnmcu that it is Impos­ 
sible to recover. Others will lie able to return to 
business in a month’s time or less. Tho burns oc­ 
curred most frequently ou tne feet ami hands ami 
face, and nearly all suffer from the exhalalioa of 
hot saml and ciudcrs an<l from the usual pulmon­ 
ary couiplicatious of burns. 
STATEMENT OF AN RTE-WITNRSS. 
Tlic editor of the Menominee Herald, Jusi from the 
scene of the disaster, says that on the flat, near ilio 
river, the poor creatures were gathered, many of 
them so distlgured os to be unrecognizable. Hun­ 
dreds lay in their agony, with perhaps a piece of 
lent, a lew boards or a blanket on sticks, as a pro­ 
tection, aud often entirely uuproteciod—helpless, 
groaning, miserable liumau beings-many of them 
Oisflguted for life, and some destined to drag along 
a few miserable days or weeks ol cxisicnco aud tbcu 
die. 
Twenty-one persons wore burned to do.ith by tho 
same tornado of fire the same uight tu tho little vil­ 
lage of Dlruh Creek, adjacent. 
OVER riFTEEN HUNDRED MEN, WOMEN AND CHIL­ 
DREN 
have been burned to death In Wisconsin alone. 
Their houses and farms are to a largo extent utterly 
destroyed, the very soil having burned up and de­ 
stroyed all their aninmn and root crops. They are 
deaiuute, and will require ruU support till another 
season. Seven counties In our own State are thus 
m great part desolated. Whole regions of country 
ID Western Michigan are In tne same coudlUon. 
Fires are still raging and deatroying.

FIVE TIME8 GRBATER THAN THAT OF CHICAGO 
by the late Are, and the suffering of survivors 
destined to be inflnltely greater from the sparsely 
settled condition of the country and its remoteness 
from popalous and weaiiny communities. The losa 
of property there can only be computed by milHom», 
embracing farming utensUs, houaes, bams, gram, 
lencos ami lumber of every kind in every state of 
manufacture.
